For the purpose of providing 
winter cover crop protection and 
as an incentive for cropping ad¬ 
justment, seedings of fall cover 
crops has been approved as an 
additional practice to the 1954 
Agricultural Conservation Pro¬ 
gram according to James H. hasn. 
Jr., chairman of the Kentucky 
State ASC Committee. 

This practice is the result of 
an amendment to the National 
Bulletin which has recently been 
received authorizing cost-sharing 
under the ACP for the establish¬ 
ment of a winter cover crop of 
grasses, legumes or small grains 
established in the fall of 1954 on 
cropland which will be shifted for 
the entire 1955 crop year from 
crop production to green manure

encourage better conservation use 
through soil protection provided 
by the winter cover crop on 
cropland that will not be in pro¬ 
duction in 1955. Pasturing would 
be permisable but no hay or seed 
crop may be harvested. 

The State Committee has ap¬ 
proved specifications for the prac¬ 
tice providing for cost-sharing 
for the needed application of 
liming materials and fertilizers as 
well as payment for the use of 
cover crop seed sown. Seedings 
eligible for cost-sharing and rates 
of cost-sharing are divided in 
three categories: (1) winter le¬ 
gumes (crimson clover or hairy 
vetch) and small grains sown in 
a mixture—83.25 pet acre. (2) 
small grain sown alone—$1.50 
per acre, and (3) rye grass and 
perennial grasses sown in a mix'- 
ture with small grain—cost-shar¬ 
ing based on the kind of seed 
used. 

All farmers may request assis¬ 
tance in carrying out this prac¬ 
tice regardles of whether requests 
have previously been made for 
cost-sharing. County ASC com¬ 
mittees have been advised that 
with the inclusion of this practice 
in the 1954 program a reopening 
of the county sign-up for accept¬ 
ing requests for cost-sharing un¬ 
der the new practice would be 
permissable. Farmers whq have 
| received approval for performance 
| of other conservation measures 
majr. with the approval of the 
I county ASC committee, substitute 
the cover crop practice for one 
previously approved. 

Mr Rash emphasized that par¬ 
ticular attention shall be given in 
the AC program to those fields 
where stands of grass and le¬ 
gumes have been severely dam¬ 
aged as a result of the drouth.
